It was a year when it seemed that the five regular starters rarely played together. Plagued by two major outbreaks 
of flu, numerous sprains, and ever present colds, the team was not able to maintain a consistent type of play. Hurt 
by a lack of experience early in the season, especially with the two big men; the team got off to a slow start, losing 
their first four games. As the team gained experience and learned to work together, they began to win. They man¬ 
aged to avenge early losses to Central Catholic and Olympia with convincing wins, and won eight of their last eleven 
regular season games. Led by MVP Terry Armstrong's 18.2 scoring average per game, the Pioneers ended up on top 
of .500. They made their way to the championship game of the regional tournament, but were outlasted by Lexing¬ 
ton. They placed second in the East Division of the Heart of Illinois Conference behind Pontiac. Several juniors and 
sophomores got to see action, because of the frequent incapacitation of one of the starters. This should help next 
year's team get going earlier in the season.

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This year's varsity track team put together an excel¬ 
lent record, beating nine out of the ten schools they 
faced. They were the Heart of Illinois Conference East 
Division Champions, and they ended up third in the 
conference at large. They were led to the division title 
by MVP Paul Gilmore, who won the one mile and two 
mile races. Other division winners were John Cham¬ 
bers—220, Mark Sloneker—shotput, and Kevin Carroll- 
high hurdles. 

The Pioneers had several representatives in the honor 
roll meet; including Paul Gilmore-mile and two mile, 
Mark Sloneker—shotput, Tim Bushnell—mile, Kevin 
Carroll-high hurdles, Tom Jump-high hurdles. Mile 
Relay (Chambers, Rick Cordero, Kirk McLaren, Bill 
Eddy), and 440 Relay (Rob Roberts, Cordero, Cham¬ 
bers, Carroll). 

Gilmore, who was second in the conference in both 
the mile and two mile, broke the school two mile 
record with a time of 9:57. 

Tom Jump turned in an outstanding season. He was 
the conference champion in the high hurdles, set the 
conference high hurdle record, set the school triple 
jump record with a jump of 41'!", set the school 330 
low intermediate hurdle record in :41:4, and was the 
team's leading point getter. 

The tracksters were, also, fortunate enough to be 
represented in the state track meet by the mile relay 
team. 

Considering all the talent displayed by the juniors 
on the team, U-High should have a tough team next 
season, also.
